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Hollywood Bowl's 35th Easter 


Just 35 years ago the first Holly- 
wood Bowl Easter Sunrise Service 
was held in a rustic dell off Cahuen- 
ga Pass. At the time none of group 
responsible for the event had any 
idea that it would grow to the pro- 
portions which it has reached today, 
where it is carried to all parts of the 
world through the medium of radio, 
motion pictures and television. 


Today this famed sacred service is 
still watched over and staged under 
the direction of many of those who 
were responsible for its inauguration. 
Still active on the numerous commit- 
tees running the event are Mrs. Artie 
Mason Carter, Hugo Kirchhofer, Mrs. 
Lawrence Downs, Mrs. Leiland Ath- 
erton Irish and genial Otto K. Olesen, 
now our postmaster. 


Originally organized as the Holly- 
wood Community Sing, the initial 
Easter Service was held at Olive Hill, 
near Sunset and Vermont. This first 
service proved that a larger place had 
to be found to accommodate all of 
those who desired to meet at dawn 
and gain inspiration from the Word 
and the great music of noted artists. 


Actually, it was the Easter Sunrise 
Service which brought about the

creation of the great Hollywood 
Bowl, and the subsequent Sym- 
phonies Under the Stars, for the ever 
enlarging interest in the Resurrection 
Morn ceremonies focused attention 
on the amphitheatre. 


W. A. Clark, Jr., founder of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra, ar- 
ranged for a large orchestra to pro- 
vide the musical portion of the pro- 
gram for the first year in the Bowl 
and it was the perfect accoustical 
facilities of the setting which _ has- 
tened its development. 


Even the name, Hollywood Bowl, 
can be traced to the Easter Sunrise 
Service committee, since it was Hugo 
Kirchhofer, leader of the Commun- 
ity Sing since its foundation and the 
director of the traditional “Living 
Cross” chorus of young people, who 
coined that name. 

Today the Hollywood Bowl Easter 
Sunrise Service entails untold hours 
of work, freely given by a dozen un- 
paid committees, which begins each 
year immediately after the New Year 
and continues through the Easter 
Morn. More than 1500 men, women

Through the years the Bowl has ac- 
quired roads and _ walks, plants, 
shrubs and trees. 

Today’s landscaping is most artis- 
tic and tourists who daily visit the 
Bowl carry away an impression of 
the world’s largest and most beau- 
tiful natural amphitheatre. How they 
must try to visualize how the Bowl 
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must look when its 20,000 seats are 
filled when world-famous artists ap- 
pear. 

The history of music in California 
is richer for the memorable per- 
formances of great opera, music and 
drama in Hollywood Bowl. 

“Impossible and visionary” were 
among the discouraging words Mrs. 
Carter heard when the brush-cov- 
ered hollow was proposed for Holly- 
wood Bowl. She must have been im- 
bued with the well-known Army mot- 
to: “The difficult we do at once; 
the impossible takes a little longer.” 

And our Good Book, the Bible, 
from whose pages we are again hear- 
ing the loved story of the Resurrec- 
tion this morning, tells us in Prov- 
erbs 29 verse 18: ‘Where there is 
no vision the people perish: but he 
that keepeth the law, happy is he.” 

Hollywood Bowl] will someday go 
further along its destined path; some 
day it will be a mecca for good music 
not for just the summer nionths but 
the vear round with the addition of 
an ample auditorium. 

Great dreams are still reaching out 
to be accepted and made practical. 

You can give something of your- 
self toward this ultimate goal.

Tp Our Symbol of Faith and Hope 


Countless thousands have gained 
renewed hope and faith from the 
huge Cross which stands on the hill 
across from Hollywood Bowl, above 
the Pilgrimage Play Theatre. 


At night it is outlined in electric 
lights, standing boldly against the 
darkened sky high above the in- 
credible stream of traffic on the mod- 
ern freeways below. 


This Cross has stood there for more 
than 20 years. Donated to the Pilgrim- 
age Play by C. E. Toberman, Holly- 
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wood civic leader and_ president 
emeritus of the Hollywood Bowl As- 
sociation and George L. Eastman, the 
Cross is maintained and kept lighted 
by the Hollywood Bowl Easter Sun- 
rise Service Committee. 

Part of the collection taken each 
Easter Sunday goes for the main- 
tenance and electricity expense of 
the Pilgrimage Play Cross.

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A Festival Season 


There is a warm sentimental link that joins the Hollywood Bowl Associa- 
tion and the Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise Service. In the spring of 192] 
on the rugged hillsides and in the vale where the amphitheatre seats now 
rise tier on tier, an inspiring Easter Sunrise Service was presented. 


The Los Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra under the baton of its first con- 
ductor Walter Henry Rothwell, provided music for the occasion. The or- 
chestra was seated on a crude, makeshift platform with neither sides nor 
cover but the matchless acoustics of the Bowl sent the music out over the 
large congregation of men, women, and children gathered to pay reverent 
tribute to the risen Christ. 


The initial Bowl Easter Service with its symphonic music was the inspira- 
tion for “Symphonies under the Stars” which began July 1, 1922 and have 
been given every summer since with outstanding success. 


Hollywood Bowl is owned by the people—by the County of Los Angeles 
subject to a long term lease to the civic, non-profit Hollywood Bowl Associa- 
tion. The Bowl Association maintains the Bowl and presents the 8-week 
season of Symphony concerts and “Pops” programs. 


With the Los Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra playing all of the season’s 
24 concerts, the Bowl Association will present the 1955 “Festival” season 


starting July 7 and continuing through Aug. 30. 


William Severns, manager of the Bowl Association, has announced that 
plans now are being completed for one of the most exciting and exhilharat- 
ing seasons in the Bowl’s long history. Symphonies under the Stars will be 
given Tuesday and Thursday nights with internationally renowned conduc- 
tors leading the 100 musicians of the Philharmonic. 


Celebrated vocal and instrumental soloists, uplifting choral works and 
other features are being planned for the Tuesday and Thursday programs 
and music in the lighter vein will be given for the Bowl “Pops” on Saturday 
nights. 


In keeping with the community spirit of the Bowl concerts, the Bowl As- 
sociation urges patrons to bring their picnic lunches which may be eaten in 
the Bowl seating area. 


Last summer the enlarged parking area provided by the County of Los 
Angeles went into operation. This coupled with the opening of the Holly- 
wood Freeway made it possible for patrons even on nights of heavy attend- 
ance to have easy access to and from the Bowl. 


Hollywood Bowl Association, Mrs. Norman Chandler, president; and the 
Southern California Symphony Association, Edward W. Carter, president, 
co-sponsor the 8-week season of summer concerts. 


One of the most popular features of the Bowl operation is the issuance 
of season ticket books for use in the Starlight Section. These tickets provide 
seats at less than 50c a concert. Also, 10,000 seats at 50 cents each are made 
available in the Starlight Section, for every concert.

Mrs. Bessie Van Doren has worked 
tirelessly, year after year, obtaining 
the vast number of lilies needed for 
the decoration and arranging to have 
them picked up. Mrs. Leiland Ather- 
ton Irish and Mrs. Lawrence Downs 
likewise spend countless hours as 
heads of the program committee, ar- 
ranging for speakers, choirs, orches- 
tras. soloists and dozens of other de- 
tails. 


Supervising the entire Service or- 
ganization is Otto K. Olesen, general 
chairman of the event for the past 
20 years. 


In order to preserve the sacred 
nature of the Service, great care has 
always been taken that no taint of 
commercialism ever be connected 
with the event. In line with this, the 
Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise Serv- 
ice was incorporated a few years ago 
as a civic, non-profit corporation. 
Officers of the corporation are Otto 
K. Olesen, president; Mrs. Leiland 
Atherton Irish, George Chapman and 
Mrs. Lawrence Downs, vice-presi- 
dents; Ivy Grace, secretary and Ben 
B. Odell, treasurer.

When Hugo Kirchhofer directs the 
Easter Sunrise Youth Chorus in 
“Christ The Lord Is Risen Today,” he 
will be marking three and a half dec- 
ades of conducting at the Hollywood 
Bowl Easter Sunrise Service. 

“Kay,” as Mr. Kirchhofer is known 
by thousands of Californians, has 
been music director of the Hollywood 
Community Sing since its inception 
and is the man who gave Hollywood 
Bowl its name. 

After 35 years of working with 
young people, “Kay’s” enthusiasm is 
undiminished. He is delighted at the 
rehearsals each year when mothers 
and fathers who sang in his chorus 
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now bring their children for enroll- 
ment. 

He feels that youth choruses are 
one answer to the problem of juvenile 
delinquency and frequently urges his 
young people to continue with one of 
the various community choruses. 

One of the most poignant moments 
of the Hollywood Bowl Easter Service 
is when the youth chorus stands and 
at a signal from “Kay,” drop their 
black robes to stand revealed as a 
white cross. 

As soon as the white cross is re- 
vealed, their clear, young voices sing 
“Christ The Lord Is Risen Today,” 
an inspiring tribute to the newly 
arisen Saviour.

The nationally famous Naval Avia- 
tion Cadet Choir, comprising the 
singing voices of our future Naval 
aviators from the Naval Air Training 
Command at Pensacola, Florida, is 
making its first West Coast appear- 
ance.
